Animal Husbandry Department,» of} 
the University. of Saskatchewan. j 

‘In ‘an article contributed to the 
September number of “Scientific | 
Agriculture,’ he gives the rib counts! 
from an examination of 3,957 hog} 
carcasses. Apparently‘the more ribs 
the better as the market demands a 
long side of bacon. At competitions | 
‘the prizes almost invariably go to 
the hogs with the largest number of 
ribs, Professor Shaw has. found, 
‘although the judges may not, have: 
actually counted the ribs. Few 
judges, he points out are aware that | 
variation in number of ribs exists.’

») ‘have more ribs than ‘“grunters” 
of other breeds.. More work will be 
done at the University of Saskatch- 
ewan to find out whether ‘or not 
additional ribs are of economic im- 
portance. , The Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry will also attempt to= 
develop pure strains .with a uniform .
